Statement by Daniels. 

When told of the extent of the dam¬ 
age done by the rioters. Secretary Dan¬ 
iels said It would not be fair to ask 
him to discuss the outbreak because 
he knew nothing about It. Concerning 
his speech at the Ralnldr Club, In 
which ho glorified the Stars and Stripes 
and condemned the red flag, he said: 
"What I said concerning patriotism 
had no reference to any local situation. 
In fact, I do not know anything about 
local troubles. If you have any. J did 
not mention the I. W. W. nor did I 
know that that organisation had ob¬ 
tained a foothold here. I confess that 
my brief talk on the flag was not made 
here for the first time but was a repe¬ 
tition of my recent address at Erls, 
p*- 

Rear-Admiral Reynolds, commander 
Of the reserve fleet, expressed regret at. 
the outbreak, of which be had heard 
only Indefinite rumors and was there¬ 
fore not la a position to discuss the 
rioting.

It la admitted generally that a band 
of civilians led the sailors In their 
mauradlng expedition, the civilians 
making much of the noise and the nati¬ 
on* doing the work of destruction while 
policemen and firemen, apparently 
amused at the situation, stood Idly by 
while alarm after alarm was rung in 
at fire headquarters.

Britain Is repeating the experience of 
Germany, which furnished the model 
for the Lloyd George bill. ^ The Ger¬ 
mans have invented a new word for 
the Illness of the government ’nsured. 
and some slihllar word will be needed 
In England soon. 

Some employers who pay am&ll 
wages And that the number of employ¬ 
ees absent from work on account of 
alleged Illness is from twice to ten 
times the number tinder former condi¬ 
tions, before workmen and women 
were assured of ten shillings a week 
whenever they laid off The doctors 
agree that tjhere 1* an enormous amount 
of malingering, but have not yet dis¬ 
covered any cur*.

Too Much 9train Causss Repair Bill 
to Bo Larger. 


It Is a most common error of the new 
motorist to overload his car either 
with passengers or baggage to such an 
extent that during the first few 
months, or year, of Us use the car Is 
subjected to unusually severe strains. 
The .result Is that the tiros do not 
stand up as recommended; the car 
shows neither the power nor speed of 
the company's demonstration car; 
springs seem to flatten out or break 
before the year’s guarantee has run 
out; brakes do not work with the 
necessary efficiency; and the general 
w'ear and tear on the entire chassis 
mechanism makes the repair bill at 
the end of the year seem unreasonably 
large. 

Of course, It Is difficult at times to 
prevent Overloading a car; but under 
such circumstances the operator should 
drive more slowly, take the bumps 
more easily, and bear In mind that the 
increased weight is going to make the 
| brakes more difficult to operate with 
the same efficiency as with a normal 
load. Manufacturers of motor cars 
have been very generous In building 
Iheir cars with a liberal capacity for 
overload; and the motorist should en* 
deavor to co-operate with him In his 
efforts to prevent the abuse of the car 
in this manner.

"The Idea of building up a political 
machine out of a road construction bu¬ 
reau does not deserve consideration.

Strategic Uses. 

"M. Fomand Bordas. the leading 
French engineer, writing for the Third 
International Road Congress, held In 
London, says: ’The national roads, 
which connect the capital to the 
frontiers and to the large towns, or else 
form a connecting link between the 
more densely populated centres, are of 
the greatest Interest to the country as 
a whole, not only from an cconomlo 
point of view, but also from a strategic 
one, as assuring communication be¬ 
tween^ points at long dlrtances ai art. 
It is therefore essential that their gen¬ 
eral trend, general plan, and width, 
should be settled unfettered by local 
influence/ 

"This is the idea that the A. A. A. 
National Roads Board is endeavoring 
to Impress upon the lawmakers of this 
country. It seems as though plans, 
which have been so successful In other 
countries, and productive of such ex¬ 
cellent results, are worthy of a trial 
here. I believe the newly-created con¬ 
gressional committee on public roads, 
will be of the greatest value In the 
adoption of legislation worthy of the 
subject."

Home on Ontario Street 
in Order 


LIBERAL -REFOR M CLUB 

Further Step, Taken Tewarde Organ¬ 
isation of New Politico- 
Social Body. 

Another meeting of the member, of 
the Liberal-Reform club waa held In 
the Liberal room.. Cormorant street, 
la.t evening, when considerable work 
waa done In the way of organisation. O. 
N. Mowat occupied the chair and there 
were about one hundred present. 

A draft of the constitution of the 
club waa told before the meeting by-the 
committee that has been dealing with 
that matter, and thla waa dlacuaaed at 
some length! It will come up for adop¬ 
tion at the tint general meeting of the 
new club, which wtU be held on the 
flrat Thursday In September, the fourth. 

Several premlaea are to view aa quar¬ 
ters for the club, and action In regard 
to this matter wUl be takea at an early 
date. Meanwhile members are being 
enrolled, and before the summer cloaea 
the club Is expected to be In complete 
working order. It will be devoted to 
fostering the social alda of the pairty’a 
interests In the district of Victoria, In 
which the provincial electoral districts 
of the city. Esquimau, Saanich. The 
Islands and Cowlchan are Included. 

There will be reading, amoklng and 
writing rooms a billiard room, and a 
large ball for public meetings. It la In¬ 
tended that throughout the year there 
will be frequent meetings of a social 
nature, with addresses on political mat¬ 
ters by prominent speaker* and leader* 
of the party, and every effort will be 
made by the management oo mm It tee to 
provide for the comfort of the mem- 


That both the ladles and gentlemen 
who are Interested in the long-talked 
of Seamen's ^Institute -are quite sincere 
In their Intentions to provide a sailors’ 
home and recreation roams In tbeeltjrU 
easily to be seen by the direct manner 
in which they have set a Wont pl*c(n* 
In order the house and grounds at 104 
Ontario street which were recently! 
taken over by the men's committee for! 
the purpose of commencing the work in ; 
some practical frrm. 

Nearly all Victoria has realised that 
the work would be perhaps many more 
months fn abeyance If left .over until 
sufficient funds were on hand to com¬ 
plete the new Connaught Institute, ef 
which the foundation stone was (aid 
nearly a year ago by, H. R. H. the 
Puke of Connaught. So the lees am¬ 
bitious undertaking may at least de¬ 
serve praise as answering to the im¬ 
mediate requirements of the work,' and, 
at the same Jims, will give the promot¬ 
ers an opportunity of Judging-by the 
experiment’ something of the nature 
and extent of the work which' they 
may expect to have to carry on here. 

, The building Is at the corner of On¬ 
tario and St. Lawrence streets, just aft 
the point where the outer wharf car 
turns, and Is within two minutes' walk 
of (he doqks at that point Being- on 
the carllne residents at the home can 
easily reach the city also. The house 
stands In “the middle of three-qtfaqtfera 
of an acre of orchard and lawn. View¬ 
ed In'The present weather, one of the 
greatest charms of the home Res in 
these spacious gardens, with the shady 
old-fashioned trees and hedges, and the 
peach trees on the sunny side of the 
house with their ripening fruit. Sur¬ 
rounded with a yew hedge, with a neat 
box border at the side of tfc* paths, a 
big shrub of fragraat "Old Man's Love" 
at the gate, fluid rose bushes at the 
window* the first glimpse of the exter¬ 
ior Is Invitingly home-like. From the 
verandas, where many a long pipe wUl 
be enjoyed of an evening, are magnifi¬ 
cent views of the Olympics, the Sooke 
Hills, and incoming vessels, while 
through a nearby clump of fir trees 
may be seen the waters of the Inner 
harbor fluid their frontage. 

Wright Hill, the energetic secretary 
of the Seamen’s Institute, has taken 
up his residence at the home to-day. 
and will make a point of letting all the 
seamen coming ashore aft Victoria know 
that they will be given a hearty wel¬ 
come whenever they wish to visit the 
home and make use of Its rooms. 

These are very neatly and simply 
furnished through the enterprise of the 
ladles' committee, and during the past 
week Mesdomes Home, McDiarmld, 
Parker Hlbben fluid Donald have been 
busy plying scrubbing brush and 
broom, hammer and paint brush, to set 
the pause In order, while the other 
members of the ladles* guild hare been 
assisting in other ways, some by send¬ 
ing furniture aad others by doing the 


necessary purchases of the supplies, 
etc. » 

The downstairs part of the house 
contains three large room* to be used 
as dlnlnf-room. kitchen and reading- 
room. Magazines snd newspapers will 
be contributed for the last by various 
members of the two committees, and 
the room Is being flitted with writing 
table and book-shelves as well. The 
dining-room will probably not be much 
In demand Just at the beginning, al¬ 
though time will show Just what the 
work will call for In this respect. The 
JUtchen is one of the largest rooms In 
the house, and off It open f the scullery 
and bath-room, which, in- turn, open 
out Into the garden 

The four upstair rooms have an even 
better outlook than the downstairs, or 
two, like the dining apd reading-room>, 
Nkvfity fireplaces, which jrtH 
a friendly glow oq :tb* Idng winter 
nights when the wind Is whipping in 
across the Straits. Just for the present 
only two or the rooms art being fi¬ 
nished by the ladles as bedrooms, one* 
of which will be occupied, has been 
purchased out of the fund collected, 
during the past year by the Connaught, 
(ladles') Guild for furniture In the pro-j 
posed new Institute, fluid, when the 
ttyne comes to remove to Ho larger 
dpilldthg. will be transferred there. 

The work will not stop with the 
opening of the home, which Is being 
Completely repainted on the outside, 
And will bear In big white letters dvef 
the entrance the name,. "Bennum's.In¬ 
stitute.- It is Intended that some form 
of entertainment will be arranged from 
time to time, although Just what form 
these events will take has not yet been 
considered owing to th* rahri* Nnmedi¬ 
ate problems which have absorbed the 
time of the committee up to the pres¬ 
ent. One of the principal drawbacks 
to plans In this connection Is the lack 
of Bpkoe. as the t#o principal rooms 
I op the main floor do not opea Into each 
( other.. building has been rented 
> for a- year only, and it Is hoped by the 
committee that long before th* eft* of 
the twelve months the Institute will 
have proved its ability to be self-sup¬ 
porting, and will also have demon¬ 
strated the need for the work In a city 
which prides Itself on occupying' such 
a. leadtng place among the seaports of 
the Pacific coast.

All thes? things, remem¬ 
ber. are in the direct line of vision of 
everyone coming from the steamers. 

"Coming up Government street we 
noticed a vacant lot near thf post 
office. like a missing tooth, scattered 
about which waa a*lot of broken lx.xes 
and general debris. Fhirther on was 
what we were given to understand 
was the scene of a fire three years ago. 
That seems Incredible. How can 
your cltisens allow a site like that to 1 
remain In that condition for so long! 
Even tf the owners find good rea^op to 
delay rebuilding "why is it permitted 
fa remain in sucli an untidy stated ( 

' "In the course of s drive about the 
city we went up a street leading from 
the city hall and gradually widening 
out. The chauffeur told us that 
city owns ’the centre of the road At 
Its upper end. If that Is ap It Is «trange, 
that the municipal authorities of. a ; 
city Which has such claims too*,# 
beauty* spot should allow It to lie Jp 
the condition It l* r with old. Junk baJf 
hidden by weeds, thistles and dock*. 
Somewhere about the same neighbor¬ 
hood there Is a railway yprd on, ths 
open street which we noticed to he 
verY badly kept," * 

"Your gardens are lovely" calmed 
in the lady, '’hut It detracts from thejr 
effect on the sye and mind of a visitor 
to see In some cages as abundant q 
crop of weeds Inthe next Jot, waving 
high in the air. Even on your beat 
residence streets we saw this, ahd not 
only weeds but heaps of rubbish dump¬ 
ed down fn vacant lots, spoiling, the 
beauty. Right across from one of tlm 
large chtlrcbes (JoWn foWn we,, notlped 
carts and refuse heaps 'in an opeq Tot,' ' 
The boulevard* are very fine In pkrfk, 
but there is a lack df uniformity in 
the manner of carfhg for them. It Jdp.k- 
ed to'me as If some of them were laid 
on insufficient earth and had no nour¬ 
ishment for the rootg. They $r*re 
quite brown and there were m$ny bare 
spots. It is too bad that you should 
have these unkimpt and untidy patches 
'to mar the entirely good Inipressldn 
that people would otherwise carry 
sway with them from this pity. As 
my husband says, these things cannot 
help biit 8tick lp your remembrance of 
a pined, try as ydu may to fbrget 
them." 

It rftky be s;ud that th-ssd visitors 
are rtot the only ones, tkho have com¬ 
mented Pn the thistles and other noxi¬ 
ous weed* that are td be keen Irt'the 
heart of tho city. In spite of the pro¬ 
visions of by-law No. 788, which enacts 
that "no owner, lessee, tenant, occa- m . 
pier pr agent of any owner shall spf- f 
fer or permit any thistle, bprdock or B 
other noxious weed to grow or be upon 
,any land ;or pi'emfses within the cor- a 
poration owned or occupied by or under 
his control." 2
